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TRANCE DISCOURSES ON THE ORIGIN OF RELIGIOUS 
RITES AND CEREMONILS. 

Tho excessive downpour of rain on Sunday last had a most pre- 
judicial effect on the attendance at Doughty Hall, and its long 
continuance even pee the hour of assembling deterred many from 
being present at the services whose places are seldom vacant. Mr, 
Morris presided, and Mr. Lambelle delivered the tenth of the series 
on the above subject. The following condensed report will conyey 
to our readers on idea of the services in the above hall :— 


Tue THEOLOGY AND MYTHOLOGY or THE EGYPTIANS, 


The importance of the religion of the Egyptians, as represented 
and expressed in the theology and mythology of their country, is 
the only excuse that we can offer for again soliciting your fayour- 
able attention to this subject. We say importance, because it is 
the source from whence the Greeks and Romans drew forth their 
wonderful system of fabulous deities, and formed the basis for 
the exercise of those gifts which have been the admiration of 
succeeding ages, and which have distinguished their fortunate 
Pe toa aeon i pa A 

hé conclusion of our last discourse we very bri 

to the corruptions that had entered into the Bybee Abel gen 
the first Hermes had given to the F ians; how that those 
people had departed from the hieroglyphic symbols employed to 
yepresent the attributes and powers of the Infinite to the worshi 
and adoration of the substance rather than the thing typified ; 1 
how that in place of the Oreator being recognised through his 
works, the creaturo had received the praise and honour instead, 
Woe also referred to s reformation overcoming this darkened and 
unhappy state of affairs, which in time being duly effected, served 
the object of the reformers. Tt is to this reformation that wo are 
now to direct your attention. 

When we mentioned the division of the followers of Buddha, 
and the separation of lg oa and his disciples, in a pre- 
vious disconrss, and the reference to Egypt then made, it would 
appear that the notion bad gained ground that we meant to infer 
that this was the founding of the nation of Egypt, but we trust 
that our efforts on Sunday evening lest would set at rest all thoughts 
that ran in this direction. The kingdom of Egypt was indeed one 
of the oldest kingdoms, or the most early inhabited of any enyvo 
that of India only. And this division of the Hindoo-Baddhists, 
on their entranes into egypt, did not colonize the land, but only 
restored the simplicity of her corrupted faith and gave lif and 
energy to moral «nd spiritual progress. 

‘The vader of tbis company of refugees was named Hermes 
Pricophalus or fermes Tiimephon, in consequence of the triadic 
nature of his syutem of precepts and philosophy, When he and 
his company: first entered the land of E ypt they found the 
animals held in reverenoo und their budies 04 0 wied gat ag siarad ; 
hy found the dog and the ont, the ibis and ichneumon worshipped ; 
ha heard the prayers of the people riso in words to this efkect— 
©@ thou Wise cst, bi 6 me with the powor of thing eye;” tad 
to the dog they wou 1 in like manner pray—“ Holy being, grant 
me of thy wisdom and ll me wich day tuva und faithfulness,” Ke.., 
and. these things cutering inta his soul, ho prayed and resolved to 
retioom flint land of bis choice and to make it reflect to the honour 
of the Immortal Goa. . à 

Many poris who have penotratad mto cha zeligiaus Mysteries 
of Hurines Tricepllalun hays cemaidertd hig pote ug unpar⸗ anihi 1 
inasmuch aa he tendud rather to darken the mind af dhe unimtinted 
by his allewotical wore of speoch than to olucidate by his clearness 
of description. Bat we must remember that those diya in which 
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ermes Tricephalus liyed were vastly different from the present 
time. Now you possess a langdago capablo of oxpressing your 
thoughts to anyone who is similarly educated and of a discerning 
turn of mind, but in thet period of history in which Hermes 
Tricephalus lived, and worked, and taught, the people were not 
blessed with such advantages, and instead of a written form of 
thought, they had only a picture representation, which, if not 
thorou hly understood, misled the students, and destroyed the 
rinciplés embodied in these rude characters; so that if Hermes 
‘ricephalus employed these symbols and the customary allegories 
in his teachings, he may fairly bo exonerated from all blame that 
mny attach itself to him in consideration of tho times and customs, 
habits and manners, of the age in which his name was first given 
to him, 

Thero were several persons who bore the name of Hermes, as 
there were many sages who received the epithet of Buddha in 
honour of their interior wisdom, We name this in order to pre- 
vent any confusion that might arise in the minds of anyone present, 
from the name being used at two different epochs of time, Hermes 
was n name given to any sage who had distinguished himself in 
Egypt, in the same manner as n similar class was rewarded by tho 
title of Buddha in Indin, 

The first effort that Hermes Trioaphalus put forth was tho clear 
statement that there was one God infinitely superior and exalted 
aboye all other powers, and that this God could not be compre- 
hended through any of his works eave such ss bespoke the wisdom 
that fashioned and ordained them. Such an effort, and such teach- 
ing, went directly to the root of all tho learning and religious 
practices in Egpyt, and, as might be expected, encountered much 
difficulty at first, Hermes had in the first placo to adapt tho 
customs and terms of his country to those of Egypt, und instead of 
naming his God Zswara, us he should have done in obedience to 
the early teachings of his master, Rappischutra, he employed tho 
Tayy ian terms of address, 50 a4 to bo understood of the people. 

Jere is the first statement and definition of Hermes Tricephalus 
in relation to the one supreme God, as given hy him in opposition 
to u class of priests who had taken upon themselves tho authori 
of dispensing truth as they deemed fit. “ Nicton, or the first God, 
existed in his solitary unity before all beings. He is the fountain 
and original of everything that either has understanding otis to he 
understood, Tle is the frst parapi of all things, selfannicisit, 
incomprehensible, auck the father of all essoncds, This supreme Cod 
has constituted atiother God, called Ewoph, to bo koad over all 
age whether etherenl, empyrenth, or eclastin ; this second God, 
the guide, ja ù wisdom that conforms and converts into itenl! all 
spiritual beings. There in nothing superior to this God but only

And thus to 
rensondd with his followers: Iwo improve the lows and conditions 
alfecting society in zenoral, caso the burdens of life, und lift tho 
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tone of man morally, we shall sueceed the better in our work 
spiritually. The laws of Egypt had fallen from a degree of 
excellence in which they had been constractad by the first Hermes, 
into general disorder and confusion; the divisional sects and caste 
strifes had begun to prevail, and tho necessary consequence and 
result were that anarchy and confusion, disorder and misgoyernment 
prevailed everywhere. Such a stato of affairs presented strong 
inducements to neighbouring countries, and the wealth and ad- 
vantages of the land of Egypt drew towards it a horde of 
uncultivated people from the ancient Ethiopia. There wero two 
Ethiopias, the ons in India and the other in Africa; but the tribe 
that at this time came and overpowered the people of Egypt we 
that which had formerly occupied the Ethiopia in India, You 
will find soyeral cities named Heliopolis, several places called On, 
and oa in like manner you will find two or more Ethiopia. These 
Aa snd cities erde thei names from the worshippers and 
he pecu ctice of their deyotions, However, we are not now 
discùesi "tly history of the placen ad only refer to this as it 
affecta the 5 f our attention. Wo must hasten on, and if 
time favours us in the future, we shall with pleasure return to 
their discussion. Egypt was conquered, and that by a people who 
were favourable to the yiews held and entertained by Hermes 
Tricepl pk Being 52 the eame country with 1 the ATRN 
most readily acquiesced in his proposition adopted the laws 
that he had Gad, pop A* j 

The laws introduced by Hermes were briefly reduced to threo 
general heads and related first, to kings; second, to polity; third, 
to civil justice. 

„Tho first law required that upon all subjects upon which the 
king was to give d decision, they should bo laid before him in the 
early morn, aud before he had broken his fast; it also required 
that before the cases were introduced to the notice of the king 
a prayer should be offered up in order that he (the king) might 
judge honestly and truly. The following is the form of prayer 
most generally used by this ancient people: “Great Ysiris! eye 
of the world and light of spirits! Grant to the prince, your image, 
all royal virtues, that he may be religions towards the gods, and 
benign towards men; moderate, just, magnaminous, generous, an 
enemy of falsehood, mnstor of his passions, punishing less than the 
crime deserves, and rewarding beyond merit.” At the conclusion 
of this prayer, the questions thet were to engage the attention of 
the king were submitted and judgment passed upon them, after 
which the king went to breakfast. If princes an judges would 
imitate the acts of these ancient Wzyptians, and seek of the spirit 
discernment and wisdom, your land would not be disgraced by tho 
moy falso judgments and decisions that continually present thom- 

‘The second law related to the subordinati i 
law the land was divided into throe parta: fon, e, 1 
paund, Mha portion belonging to the chief priesta; and the third to 
tlio military men. The common people were divided by this same 
law into three classes: husbandmen; shepherds, and artizans. 
Tho third law regardad civil justice, and provided that thirty 
judges should be taken, one from ench of the principal cities, 
whose duty it should be-to decide upon all such matters as the 
king was not allowed to give judgment upon. These judges 
formed a supreme council, and by a tax upon the people, they 
were mipported from all tho necessities of life, so as to be free and 
open, just and sincere in all their decisions. Prom these laws, all 
embodying three great principles, their giver and constructor was 
named Tricephalus in addition to Hermes. 

This great teacher did not countenance the least hostility to the 
religion of the Egyptians, but jealously guarded and endeayoured 
to preserve religion free and pure from all local or party distinc- 
tions; und though he was impressed with the ideas of God as he 
ma received them in his native land, yot he neither manifested 
them nor allowed them to be manifested, so great was the influence 
he possessed over the minds of this people. 

Having reformed the character of the people of Egypt, his next 
work was to circulate the truths of creation and God among the 
inhabitants of that land, In doing so he employed the language 
familiar to his surroundings; it is allegorical, but we think that 
many, if not all, will at once see the truths representad. Ile 
speaks of a time when eyil did not prevail, but when men wore 
happy and just, but as we have departed from God, continues he, 
go REA we shortened our wings, which used to raise ug up to 
heavenly things; we are in consequence thrown down into this 
region of death, which is oyerrun with all mauner of cyils; but 
if we strip ourselves of earthly aflections, and revive the virtuos in 
ug gur wings will grow, and they will raise us up to the mansions 
of life, where trus good ia to be found, without any mixture of 
evil, The easencs of man being in the middle hetwoen beings 
that contemplate God without ceasing, and thase who, never con- 
template Him at all, he has it in bis power to reise himself to the 
ono or sink towards the other, The wicked man does not cara 
that the eoul should ho immortal, for fonr he should live after 
death only to suffer puniahinent. But the judges of the shades 
below, ag thoy form thois sademanta upon the lovo of truth, 
do not docree that the soul aliould oxist no longor, but that it 
Shall no longer be vicious. Their buainess is to correct and onyo 
ft by prescribing punishmente for tho health of nature, just ao 
Physicians heal inveterate sores by ingision, ‘These judges puniah 
tho orf in orilor to oxtirpate vie Thay do not annihilate the 
exsonce of the soul, but bring it back fo a gonuino existence, 
purifying it from all the passions that corrupt it; and therefors, 


when we have sinned we should be glad to embrace the punish- 
ment as the only remedy for vice, 

The spiritual explication of this allegory represents unto us the 
purity of infancy, when with minds pure and elevated we look 
upon nature in simplicity; the wings are our thought aspirations 
which carried us towards heayen in our reflections; but contact 
with the world has robbed us of our wings by turning our thoughts 
to a more grovelling state of being; and by casting away these 
hindrances and obstructions to the progress of the soul, the wings 
will grow again and carry us to the mansions af life, the spiritual 
home aboye. The soul being at liberty to follow good or pursue 
evil is the cause of transgression; it ig the freedom of our will 


which makes us obseryo the one or perform the other, 
rst Hermes, could not oyercome the thought that eyil ait ie

The origin of eyil has always eda subject for the spiritual

of a discourse given by him to his disci € 
of man was very different from what itis present, Withont, 
all the parts were in perfect harmony i wich m all ay subjection 
to the immutable laws of yənson, livery carried is awn law 


within his own breast, and all the nati o earth wers but 
one republic of sages. Mankind lived 5 Without discord, 
ambition, or pomp, in perfect peace, equality, and simplicity. 
Each man, however, had his particular qualities and inclinations; 
but all inclinations were subservient to the love of virtue, and all 
talents applied to the discovery of truth; the beauties of Nature 
and the perfections of its author were the entertainment and study 
of these first men. The imagination then presented nothing but 
pure ideas, the passions, being in subjection to reason, raised no 
tumult in the breast, and tho love of pleasure was always regulated 
x the love of order. The gods, Ysiris, Isis, and Horus, came 
often and talked with men, and taught them all the wisdom of 
nature, When they had lived a certain time upon this earth they 
changed their form without dying and flew away to tho stars. 
With new faculties and now ligat they discovered new truths and 
enjoyed new pleasures; from thence they were carried to another 
world, thence toa third, and so travelled through the immense 
space by endless metamorphoses. But one of thos), named Zephon, 
being intoxicated with pride, attempted to scale heayen, and was 
thrown headlong down to the earth, where he remained for some 
time. He afterwards broke through the egg of the world, 
diffused. the evil principle through it; Ysiris forsook his hogy, 
which is Narunzz and it became a carcase, Zephon tore it 1 
pieces, dispersed its members, and blasted all its beauties. Evil 
multiplied. Three different empires arose in the world—Orrton, 
AMBITION, and Sexsuauiry. Error reigns in tho first, force has 
dominion in the second, and vanity presides in the third.” 

All the ancients have 1 a state of pre-existence, or a life 
previous to this one; and indeed, such a thought is more consonant 
with reason and matured judgment than the folly attached to the 
subject of transmigration; and in passing we would simply 
remark that we do most sincerely believe that there jg a state of 
existence previous to the incarnation in the material world, and 
that this life on earth ia necessary to develop our individuality of 
character, It is this pre-existent state of which poets have sun 
ns the Golden Age, and to which Hermes Tricephalus refers in this 
allegory of the origin of evil. We do not believe in original sin, 
but believe that sin is the non-obseryance of those immutable 
las established for our guidance and direction. 

Whatever is related of Pyphon, Ysiria, Isis, or Horus, must be 
understood of genii and demons. These genii were yery powerful 
and far superior to mortals; they did not partake of the Deity in 
a pure and simple manner, but were composed of a spiritual and 
corporeal nature, aud were consequently capable of pleasures and 
pane, passions and changes. Theso are spirits of a good nature. 

ho demons aro ovil spirits, Xsiris is neither the sun, nor tho 
water, nor the earth, nor the heaven; but whatever there is in 
nature well disposed, well regulated, good and perfect; all that is 
the image of Veiris, Zephon is peal ee aridity, nor the fire, nor 
the sea; but whatever is hurtful, inconstant, and irregular, 

A calendar was also formed by Hermes Tricephalus; the 
seasons were marked off, the feasts were recorded, and Egypt 
seemed to flourish under the wisdom of this sage. 

We will now draw from these statements of the theology of the 
Payphone the conclusions as enforced by their doctrines, and 
which will give at once an idea of the teachings of this ancient 
popis RE the time of the death of Hermes Tricephalns. Thus 
they taught:— 

T Thet the world was created without any physical or moral 
ovil by a Being infinitely good. 

2. That sovoral ganii, abusing their libarty, fell into crimes, and 
thereby into misery. 

3. That these gonii must suffer expiatory punishment, fill they 
Are purified aud restored to their former state, 

4. That the god Horus, the son of Yusiris and Isis, and who 
fights with the evil prinoiple, ia a subordinate deity like Wiehnon, 
Krishna, and Buddha, - p 

Tho couquerors of Egypt still retained their partiality for thein 
own religion, und in a few centusies the unsoctartan character 8 
the veligion of Hermes had vanished, and iu its place the worship 
of Buddha and Krishna, through the aymbols of tho sun had badn 
instituted. The name of Hermes had been forgotten, and their 
tomples had been adomed with tho images of the black curly- 
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headed Buddha, Thus the perverted religion of the ancient 

.  Gnuatama had gained a place in the land of Be, a placa that it 
occupies even to this dey. In these days of the adoption of the 
Buddhistic views in Egypt, instead of calling their god Fairis or 
Iswara, they named him Demiurgos Kneph, aud his statue Was 
formed of a dark blue stone, similar to those in Thibet and Hin- 
dusthan, ITueph was worshipped by the people of Thebsid moro 
particularly than by any other people in that land, and these people 
of Thebaid, so earnestly did they adhero to their religious choice, 
that they refused to contribute towards the support of the sacred 
animale, contrary to the law of the land, because they acknowledged 
no mortal God, and adored none but him thoy called Kneph, an 
uncreated and immortal being. A temple was afterwards erected 
to the services of Demiurgos Kneph by the people of Thebaid bo- 
tween the ancient Ethiopia and Egypt. This dates about 2,000 
years B.C. 


The inyasion of Teypt by the Ethiopians we date about 8,900 
B.C., and in this we 


iffer considerably from the chronolo ven 
in other durcan, But this is duo to the difficulties Which . 
the early translators of the Old Testament. When the seven 
were drawn together, in 284 B. C., thoy had a uantity of manuscript 
laid before them, but with no dates to Paige or direct them, and 
no spiritual discernment to assist them in placing the records in 
chronological order; it is not to be wondered why they failed. 
They searched the poets and there found a character represented, 
and supposing that character to be contemporary with the poet, 
they made him the basis of their conclusions. But we need 
neyer expect accuracy in matters of this kind till men forsake 
entirely the poets, and leaye them alone in matters of history. 
When a poet wants n hero to embellish his poem, he searches the 
records of the past, and having succeeded in making a selection, 
and choosing one who would afford full scope for the exercise of 
his genius, he commences his task a. regardless of any date or 

attendant circumstance whatever. In this way the early chrono- 
| logers haye been mistaken, and haye misled their followers, who 
hayo resposed in full confidence on their labours. But to the 
reflective mind their are numerous incidents which prove yery 
clearly the antiquity of these divinities which form the basis of 
our inquiry, and, when properly applied, become an immense lever 
wherewith to overturn the whole fabrication of so-called authorities, 
and reflect truth in an unobscured manner. 


We are thankful that we are now approaching a timo when 
records will be to be had to prove that our assertions are warranted 
Sna Aappo by the clearest facts. Hitherto we have been 
passing through lands where the mists of obscurity have veiled the 
past in impenetrable clouds, and when you had it not within your 
power to prove or disprove our statements, but now that we are 
emerging from this stat we say we are thankful for it. Bat with 
respect to the invasion of Egypt by the Ethiopians, which took 
place during the time of Hermes. The Bible chronology mentions 
it in 2 Ohron. xix, as haying taken place within 900 5.8. 

There is ample proof afforded to show that Hermes was tho first 
to reconcile the differences between the conquerors and conquered ; 
and that this same Hermes Tricephalus was the first to introduce 
a calendar, But how can this prove tho antiquity or the correct- 
ness of your assertions ? yo may ask. In this way. We are 
informed by Plutarch and Eusebius that in the year 1352 B.C., the 
feasts had changed and were 865 days in advance of the time 
according to the sun. This difference arose in consequence of 
Hermes appointing 865 dayaas the length af the year, whereas it 
should have been 865}, or, in other worda, he hi © it J da 
too short, Now as it would take 1460 years to produca the feral 
aboye noticed, that alone would bring it to 2812 n.ö. But, again, 
at this time the aroa ypo signs und symbols of the mouths 
known as July, August, 9 8 and October, the period of 
inundation, apply not to this time, but to the growing of tho seed 

which was sown in November. It is avident from this, then, that 

| the Egyptian year had run four months in advance of the solar 

ear, the difference not ae been observed at first by them, thus 

banking the date of the calendar to nearly 3400 s.c. So that 

thora is mora reason for supposing that the calendar was invented 

by Hermes, and that Egypt was invaded nearer 4000 s.c. than 
otherwise. 

Thus eee ranks among the oldest nations, and laid down the 
means for future unfoldment by other nations, At the time when 
we close our review of this land of Egypt, viz., 2000 yoars nC, 
the country had been flooded with the followers of Buddha, 
Other nations entered into her parts and divided her le, It 
was at this time that the Zar, or the Nile, was named uch, the 
Ethiopian name for black, in honour of Buddha; and it is very 
remarkable to notice the influence that these Ethiopians haye 
exercised on all surrounding nations; so tur had thoy impressed 
their views upon the people of their time that every nation in 
speaking of the Nile always employed some word that si ies 
black, The Hebrews call it Sener; the ancient Latins Melo ; 
the Greeks Melas, but in translation these latter people called it 
Nil, trom the Hindusthanes Nio, black. 

We shall review the theology af the Persians next Sunday 
evening, and hope to get shrough the subject with ans addxess, so 
as to pass rapidly through the remaining portion of our subject. 
Aw Persia was peopled from Pgypt, in reviewing the theology of 
the former we may be said to continue tha latter from whore we 
now leavo il. 

In conclusion wa have to thank you for thy» moat earnest 
attention which hag been meted out to us this opening and on 
previous evenings, Our aim and desire only gau hy the sifting of 
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error from truth: no other motive prompts us to this service, and 
if our feeble efforts tend at all in this direction we are most grateful 
for the priviloge afforded. 

That the spirit of earnestness, sincerity, and deyotion may attend 
you and unfold the beauties of infinite wisdom, embodied in ons 
Supreme God, is our most earnest wish and desire, 


HISTORICAL CONTROLS. 
(Reported and communicated by A. T. T. P.) 
Jeroan ARDAN. 

I may state that for the week previous to this seance, on 
June 15, I had been in a very unsatisfactory state of health, and 
that at the time the medium came I was suffering with a constant 
tendency to vomit, bringing up nothing but phlegm and blood. As 
goon as the medium had entered the room, he said, “I feel sud- 
denly very ead My chest feels tight, as if I was suffocated. I 
am sick.” I may here state that I was at this time forced to retire 
to another room to vomit. On my return he went into tranco, and 


“Jerome Cardanus sends you greeting, Doctor of Physic at 
Padua, Professor of Medicine at Milan. I cast tho nativity of King 
Edward VI. of 1 and I cured John Hamilton, Archbisho 
of St. Andrew's. I hid then just reached a half-century of earth's 
experiences in 1552. On carth, dear sir, God knows, my life was 
a weary one. No ono knows better than yourself, dear sir, the 
struggles to keep and mako a e es sor fee on the smallest 
stipend or income. Iwas a Professor of Physic, and not in a posi- 
tion of following it out fully by practice through poverty. Edueated 
in the highest philosophical school, with reasoning powors vividly 
acute, with a loye of the vast and mighty works of God deep in my 
heart; taking up the study of astronomy, and also astrology,—thnt 
science which is condemned to day, that science which I as firmly 
believe in now as I did when on the earth. I hnd a spirit-guide 
from the time I left Pavia’s College until I left the earth for good. 
I afterwards went to Rome, leaving Milan for good. Pavia was 
my natiye place. 1 had the Lectureship of Mathematics during 
my stay at tho University of Milan, afterwards accepting the same 
post in my native city of Pavia. In speaking of this guardian 
spirit, I have never seen him since I haye been in spirit-life. I 
know his name—it is Busiris ; but all my predictions were foretold 
by his voice, heard by me in the flesh clairaudiently ; and when in 
the lowest depth of poverty, shunned by all through family niis- 
fortunes, at the very point of beggary, I heard my guardian, spirit 
speak to me, ‘Jerome Cardanus, prepare for a journoy north. There, 
at the very point of death, lies the wealthy and proud Prelate of 
the Roman Catholic Church, John Hamilton, Archbishop of 
St. Andrew's, and the country is Scotland. Go there, and for the 
first timo exercise your skill de the professor of intricate mixtures 
of noisome medicines. From your hands will I restore thìs priest 
to health. His complaint is chronic Asthma, accompanied by 
yomitings of phlegm, at times accompanied by blood.

Liké unto this common ground, I, after my return to 
Padua, was incarcerated in prison, because I had ussertod and 
affirmed that Jesus Christ was even like mo, a man, proving it in 
my own conception with mathematical precision by casting his 
nativity. By dint of tedious research I arrived at the undoubted 
moment of his birth, and for this information T was put into prison 
for thres months, until on my knees I recantéd and called him Cod, 
and got my liberty; and although the clerical authorities hushed 
the matter up with the greatest secrecy and haste, yet the fact 
stood out alone that I wes a martyr to what soon will be a general 
proclaimed knowledge to all. My mission was first to come to 
you to cure you, and then afterwards to visit a soul in absolute 
darkness.”

Whilst in the flesh he has spoken to his apiritewife 
face to fico: Her andwers hayo seemed fo him yaguo and wanting 
explanation, but hé had no linowledze of the conditions wesen 
for the proper knowledge of his dear wits in the ar Of 5 
cynical, Philosophical mind; of a hold ond during spirit; in tho 
position of ranting amongst Franco's noblesb soni; ho Moumed 
tho death, or rather the departure, of his Wise, amil longed to join 
her, Ho spoke of tho interviews ho held with hii apirit-wife, with 
those around and abont him, and thoy laughed Bi to scorn; thoy 
seid ho was mad—his pliilosophigal wee mug had iy the 
balance of his mind; but tho fact remained stampod on hig heart

and could never be removed. “I, Jerome Cardanus, saw his wife 
daily perishing, and would, if I could, haye warned him of her 
Sandie fate—of the quickly-conting separation between them 
and so Í controlled his hand to write, and the subject I chose for 
his perusal on his return to consciousness was, Life and its uncer- 
tainty; life and its meny fallacies, us experienced on earth.

While the military police were patrolling tho river-side 
shortly after midnight, they found a heap of clothing, neatly a A 
aud with a bluck-bordered mourning env pinned to the coat, The 
letter hore the words, “My lass impressions. To be opened, Count 
Aubriet de Pévy." Tho body was recovered later in the day. With 
the clothing wero found a swordstick, jowellery, and other articles, also 
an envelope containing photographs of deceased and his countess, tho 
date of the latter's death being written on the bask of the picture. 
There, wore also two visiting cards, ono surmounted by a coronet, 
with the words, © Aubrict do Pévy, 4, Albemarle Street, W.,“ whilo the 
other bore tho address, „ Madaine Aubriet do Pévy, 12a, Cornwall 
Road, Wosthourno Park,” In addition, there was 8 newspaper paragraph 
honded “Singular Death of n French Countess in Langham Strost,” 
giving dotails of tho sudden death of the countess; and to which was 
attached n vorm of 2 Written in Italian ; siso u piece of paper, 
with the following .—* clothes and property to be taken to tho 
railway station, care of the station-nmstor,” w n opening the lottor 
pinned to the coat, two shoets of note-papor were found thus addressed: 
“Count Aubriet de Pévy’s Last Impressions; at the disposal of any 
iiquest and tho Press,” some extracts from which are appended :

A FAREWELL SEANCE WITH MR, EGLINTON, 

On June 22 a farewell seance with Mr, Eglinton was held in the 
ate of the Aldwyn Tower, Malvern, the residence of Dr. T. L. 

ichqls. 

Mrs. Nichols took a gent in tho balcony (A), a position commanding 
a bird's-eye view of the whole field of operation. The rest of the 
party descended to the lawn, and at 10.45 p.m. it was judged 
sulliciently dark to begin. 
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Mr. Eglinton reclined on the bench (B), and was covered with a 
rug. He was presently controlled by“ Dr, Richards,” a spirit, who 
has often spoken through him of late, and who gayo minute direc- 
tions as to our conduct, “An experiment,” he said, “ia about to 
bo tried regarding the distance from the medium to which a mate- 
rislived spirit can attain. Spirits desire to experiment as well as 


you. It ie, however, a matter of canes to the medium, A spirit 
will try togo up into the balcony w j 

Tho farther he departs the more he must draw from the medium 
whose safety depends upon the orderly return of the spirit, an 
hence upon the strictness with which you keep the conditions.” 
Ile then indicated the place for our seats, and requested us to join 
hands as soon as sê ed us 
scrupulously to refrain from turning our heads to view it, for the 
mognetism from the eyes has a strong tendency to dissolve 2 
miterialiced form, as heat melta a snow man, and hence the spirit 
might not be able to reach his destination. Above all, we were to 
show nò signs of alarm, as this would throw tho spirit suddenly 
back and harm the medium.

"These directions were made known to the sitters, and we took 


our seats at C, a point distant ubout 37 feet from the bench, which 


was directly before our eyes. Whero we sat tho light was sufficient 
to enable us to read the figures on a white-faced watch, The corner 


where the bench stood, being shaded by trees, was much darker. 


Immediately after taking our senta Wo observed a thin, whitish 
cloud forming over the spot where the medium lay. This cloud 


grow larger, was taller than broad, but exhibited no more definite 
shape. 


Presently, moving to tho right, our view of it was cut off 
by & bush (1). 

Fifteen minutes had elapsed from the time the cloud first ap- 
pesred, when a black-bearded figure, clothed from head to foot in 
suow-white drapery, stepped out from behind the bush (1), He 
retired, came forth, and retired pena 

Suddenly, when white appeared u third time, and we were ex- 
n same figure, the shrill and well-known voice of “ Joey ” 

Im 
coming. Don’t you want to see me?’ He then emerged from 
behind the bush (1), and stood manufacturing drapery by shaking 
it in a multitnde of waves, u custom common with him. He was 
distant from the bench 25 feet, and from us 12 fect, He gamboled 
about, went back, and we heard him calling for help, saying he 
Was caught in the bush and could not get out, Fia now informe 
us that our eyes injured the medium, and we must retire to the 
position D, so that a bush would intercept our view. 

This being accomplished, wa heard “ Joey's” voice drawing near. 
“The birdies among the leaves won't keep still,“ he anid, and ap- 

onred at F, about 7 feet from us, having como 26 feet from his 
inst position, Tore he stood, strongly matorinlised, with arms 
whkimbo, against the dark background, and the folds of his garment 
clearly visible. 

Pon't tale cold, Jocy,” anid one of the sitters. 

“TPT do the medium will,” replied he,

He retreated behind the bush, but still we heard his voioo,

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He now informed us that he was going back to the medium for 
more power, and that the next spirit we saw would be the one who 
would make the attempt to reach the balcony, We were so ab- 
sorbed in watching this astonishing act, that we became silent. 
„Joey“ called out to keep up the conversation, and we discussed 
the stars, which were shining plentifully overhead. In returning 
to the medium, “ Joey“ must have trayersed 34 feat. 

He next appeared from between the bushes (1 and 2), passed 
our right, walked over the lawn between bushes 3 and 4, gained 
the path, and stopped at tho corner E, having d over 75 
feet. According to our directions, we did not look after the 
spirit when he had passed us, but we could judge of his position by his 
voice, and Mrs. Nichols, from her elevated seat, saw his entire course. 
Standing under the balcony, the spirit hailed Mrs. Nichols. “Ts that 
you, Joey 2” asked she, „ Yet (yes), of course it is,” answered 
“Joey.” Mrs. Nichols then besought him not to tax the medium 
by advancing further, and the spirit turned, crossed the lawn, con- 
stantly repeating, “I’m coming, I’m coming,” passed close behind 
our chairs (D), grabbed the stove-pipe hat from Dr. Nichols, placed 
it upon his own head, and danced backwards till he disappeared 
behind the bush (2) amid the laughter and clapping of the specta- 
tors. The spirit then returned to the medium, having traversed 
99 feet from the corner (L). 

Ho appeared again at F (34 feat), saying he must bring back 
tho hat, passed behind our chairs (20 feet), replaced the hat on 
Dr. Nichols's head, and crossed on the grass to the rose bush 5 
(15 feet). We heard him plucking stems. He returned, and passing 
again behind us, placed a rose on the shoulder of oach sitter, and 
once more disappeared behind the shrub in front of us. 

“ Now,” he said, “Stand up and see me go back to the medium.” 
Looking over the bush, we saw “ Joey's” form change to a sha 
less cloud, grow thinner, and finally disappear before our eyes. He 
had come from the rose bush 69 feet. 

The voice of the control,“ Dr. Richards,” called mo to tho sido 
of the medium, IIe 1 ina gasping manner. ‘1 congratulate 
you,” he said, “upon the success of this experiment, a manifestation 
surpassing any wo have formerly attempted. We have greatly 
exhausted the medium. Take care that he does not sit in the 
gardon after he awakes. Good night.” 

The seance had lasted about half an hour. Mr. Eglinton awoke 
in a very weak condition—every garment soaked with perspiration. 
We conducted him to the house, Tho ground under the rose 
bush where the spirit had been at work was covered with petals. 

This seance is remarkable—first, for the novelty of being in the 
open air; secondly, for the absolute test it aſtorded of the medium’s 
honesty, since he was under our eyes until the spirit appeared, 
while the witness from the balcony had him constantly in view as 
well as tho boundaries of the garden, rendering apparent the ap- 
proach of a confederate, even if such a person could have come 


over the wall and through the thick hedges without a sound when 
even the movement of a bird in the branches was audible ; thirdly, 
from tho absence of a cabinet, the materialisation being, neverthe- 
less, as strong as that obtained in a room, though at the expense of 
a greater draught upon the medium; fourthly, from the fact that 
the formation and disappearance of the figure took place before our 
eyes; fifthly, on account of the distances from the medium attained 
by the materialised spirit, being 66 feet in a direct line; sixthly, 
because of the long journey accomplished by the spirit, who 
traversed some 400 feet from the time he first left the medium to 
his final return.

His place of business is a spiritual in- 
stitution, in addition to which the private rooms upstairs are used 
for Societary Sunday meetings. There are two commodious rooms 
—a lecture-room and a seance-room, capable of being very useful 
to the Cause. A small party of adherents have carried on these 
Sunday meetings without interruption for years, and have been 
benefited by the mutual interchange of thought. By upholding a 
Principle of this kind, much more good is done than appears on the 
surface, for the “right of public meeting” is maintained against 
the opposition of those adverse influences, which in numberless 
Ways endeayour to stamp out or pervert all steps that are taken 
to promote a knowledge of spiritual truth. Mr, Dayid Richmond, 
the pioneer missionary, is an earnest Worker in this department. 
He is earnest and active as ever, and seems to be the more 
appreciated the better he is understood. 

In the Meprum a few weeks ago, there appeared a paragraph 
relating to the healing power of Mr, Scott, a Darlington medium. ~ 
My regret was deep that I could not make his acquaintance and 
those who labour with him; but from the friends with whom 
I came in contact, I received hearty testimony as to his genuine 
pre and self-sacrifice for the Cause.

Circles are held at the house of Mrs, Walton, at Blackhill, which 
the Consett friends attend. Mr. Nicholson, jun., is a promising 
medium for physical, clairvoyance, and trance speaking. Mrs. 
Johnson and others are under deyelopment. In fact, thera ia quite 
a strong. band of friends, who aro very united, intelligent, and 
earnest. ‘They haye a splendid influence in their meetings, and it 
is a pleasure to mingle with them. They are at work on the trae 
spiritual basis; and their Spiritualism includes morality, truth, 
religion, and all that can concern man’s welfare in the highest 
sense. 
Miss Brown and Miss Wood accompanied me to Consett, and 
remained till next day, Miss Brown go home and Miss Wood 
returning to Newcastle. Sunday is the best day for meétings, but 
that day was otherwise disposed of. The Monday evening meeting 
at Consett was highly intelligent and attentive, and as numerous 
as could be expected. Mr. II. Brown took the chair, and Mr. Hardy 
also took part in the meeting, and Miss Brown gave an appropriate 
and impressive invocation, A young man led a hymn on the 
harmonium, and the singing was creditably done. Mr. Brown’s 
introductory address was short, but to the point. One sentence I 
remember Well. Ho said: “Jf thoro is a way for spirits to leave 
the earth, that provës that there is alsd a way for them to return.” 
At tus close of my lecture I made a phenological examination of 
the chairman and another gentleman. They are well-marked cha- 
racters, and my delineations were much appreciated. Next day I 
did some little businessin private examinations, which helped with 
the expenses, as these fell somewhat short, in spite of all that could 
be done. On Tuesday evening the meeting was at Blackhill, and 
the attendance was better. I was asked at the close if I believed 
in the blood of Jesus, but I did not give any answer, I enid that 
the subject was not to define the essentials of religious belief, but 
to distuiss whiethét Spiritualism was opposed to or in accordance with 
religion, If I pave expression to any form of dogmatic belief, I 
would necessarily differ from all who were of a different opinion; 
hente I stuck to my text, and Jet each man hold to the views that 
his education had imposed upon him. The miesting separated in 
good feeling, but the sectarisns were evidently ina sad state of 
mind to see that such a good case could be made up without haying 
recourse to their form of talk, Mr. Hardy conducted the meeting, 
and Mr. Westgarth gave an invocation, This good brother is an 
excellent speaker, but so timid that he will not take to the field, 
Tho district is thirsting for Want of the kind of instruction which 
he is fitted to give. We met deputations from Annficld Plain, 
Tow Law, and a placo in the Moors, the name of which I forget, 
also from other Bie about six or eight miles from the hall, Some 
of these friends had never been até meeting of the kind before, find 
they came full of desire to know more of the truth. We recom- 
mend them to make up little meetings in their districts, and send 
for Mr. Westgarth. They need beat no expense other than to 
give their speaker a fair day's wage for his work. 

E cannot close without noticing the artistic method of fern de-
